POSTAL PROGRESS. 

One important possibility before the new 
administration, now that the tariff bill is out 
of the way, and before publishers, now 
that the copyright code has become law, is 
the broadening and betterment of the postal 
service. This is a function of the Govern¬ 
ment which comes very close to all the 
people and in which improvement will be as 
politic as praiseworthy. For years postal 
progress has been held back for three reasons. 
The State of New York has been represented 
in the Senate of the United States by a presi¬ 
dent of one of the express companies wh© has 
already been retired, and the ex-president of 
one of the great railways, with two years 
more to serve, though he would before have 
been retired had the recall system been in 
force. Secondly, the House Postal Commit¬ 
tee has been dominated by narrow views of 
the function of the post-office on the part of 
its chairman, and while the influence of the 
express companies in opposition to a parcel 
post may have been less evident in the House 
than in the Senate, it has been no less strong. 
Thirdly, the Post Office Department has been 
tied up by the tradition and the precedents of 
offcial rulings, reflecting a like narrow spirit, 
from which successive Postmasters-General 
have sought in vain to extricate themselves. 
Taken together, these conditions have made 
the United States the most backward country 
in postal progress, whereas it should have 


been the foremost. The inauguration of a 
two-cent postal rate between this country and 
England and Germany has been a happy 
exception. 

One of the recommendations of the Postal 
Commission to the last Congress was for the 
appointment of a Director of Posts, a per¬ 
manent official who should be a business ex¬ 
ecutive of ability and training to handle 
what is practically one of the largest business 
organizations in the world. This is a step in 
the right direction, and it is to be hoped that 
the Sixty-first Congress will make provision 
for such an official, in line with a permanent 
Under-Secretary of State, now provided for. 
Unfortunately this provision has been op¬ 
posed by some friends of postal progress in 
the fear that the office was pre-empted for 
an ex-chairman of the House Committee, who 
would bring into the postal service the same 
narrow spirit that had so long dominated that 
committee. The promotion of such a man as 
Postmaster Morgan, of New York, whose 
reappointment was one of the best things in 
President Roosevelt’s administration, would 
be the happiest solution of this question, 
since, like the present Postmaster-General, 
he would come to the office trained as an 
executive within the service itself. 

Other recommendations of the Commission 
have yet to be considered by the Congress, 
and besides these a bill (H. R. 10762) has 
already been introduced at the extra session 
by Congressman Bennet, of New* York. This 
provides for the merging of fourth class 
(merchandise) with third class (general 
print) matter at one cent for two ounces; for 
the insurance of unregistered matter without 
fee up to $10 in case of loss or damage b) r 
fault of the post-office and for the revision 
of the insurance fees on registered matter; 
for a one-class “door-to-door” rate within 
rural free delivery routes at from one cent 
for one pound to ten cents for 25 pounds; 
and for a rate on first-class matter within 
a free-delivery service and at non-delivery 
post-offices of two cents up to four ounces 
and one cent on each additional two ounces— 
practically eight cents a pound as for third 
class, but confined on letters and sealed par¬ 
cels to service where no transportation be¬ 
tween post-offices is involved. 

Some features of this bill are praiseworthy; 
others ask more from the Post Office De¬ 
partment than can reasonably be expected, at 
least for the present. The inclusion of 
fourth-class matter with third-class matter 
at the rate of eight cents per pound has been

persistently recommended by the department 
and should become law. In our lack of a 
parcels post we are far behind other nations. 
The plan for a low “door-to-door” rate 
within a rural free delivery route is desirable, 
and would for rural libraries fulfil! in some 
measure the desired “library postbut the 
rate suggested may be rather low. 

What is really needed is an open-minded 
conference between the postal authorities, the 
Congressional committees and the interests 
specially concerned, including representatives 
of the great public who are most concerned 
of all, which could agree upon legislation at 
once desirable and possible. This method of 
reaching a conclusion was admirably worked 
out on the copyright question through the 
successive conferences and hearings. In fact 
the basic postal legislation of 1876 was partly 
the result of a similar method in connection 
with the conferences held at the New York 
Post Office in 1875. 


INTERNATIONAL PUBLISHERS’ CON¬ 
GRESS IN 1910. 

The following circular has been addressed 
by the Committee of Organization of the In¬ 
ternational Congress of Publishers, whose 
seventh session will be held from June 27 to 
July 2, 1910, at Amsterdam: 

Sir: On December 16, 1908. a circular was 
issued announcing that the Congress would 
be held at Amsterdam. 

We have now the honor of informing you 
that the Committee of Organization has de¬ 
cided to hold this Congress from June 27 to 
July 2, 1910. The reception of members will 
be held on the evening of June 26. The cir¬ 
cular of December 16 requests that reports 
for the order of the day should be sent to the 
committee before November 30, 1909. 

We now beg to request that the reports 
should be sent to us before that date, and at 
the same time we submit for your considera¬ 
tion some questions which may be suitable 
for discussion during the sittings. 

(1) The influence of novcl-feuillctons and 
of novels inserted in journals and reviews on 
the book as affecting its sale. 

(2) Journalism, literary and scientific pe¬ 
riodicals, and illustrated weekly and monthly 
journals, as affecting the sale of books. 

(3) By what means can the circle of buyers 
of serious books be extended? 

(4) The influence of the low price of paper 
and of mechanical processes of illustration 
on the book. 

(5) The Conference of Berlin of 1908, with 
reference to the Berne Convention. 

(6) The manufacture and the sale of in¬ 
struments intended to reproduce mechanically 
musical airs, and cinematography as they af¬ 
fect the rights of the author, public repre¬ 
sentation. the book, and musical publications. 

(7) What attitude ought the bookseller to 


take with regard to books of a distinctly im¬ 
moral and vicious tendency? 

(8) The Dutch Book Forwarding Agency 
at Amsterdam; its organization and its ad¬ 
ministration. 

(9) What means could be employed to* 
maintain in all the countries of Europe and 
America the published price for the sale of 
new books to private individuals? 

(10) The recent legislation on copyright in 
America in relation to the Berne Convention 
and the International Book Trade. 

(11) The influence of literary criticism on 
the sale of a book. 

It will be equally agreeable to us to receive 
papers on other subjects which your com¬ 
mittee may consider interesting and suitable 
for being entered on the orders of the day of 
the Congress. 

In case any member of your Association 
has studied some question, but has been pre¬ 
vented from completing a paper for the Con¬ 
gress, it would be desirable to inform us of 
the nature of the subject, in the event of some 
other member being disposed to take it up. 

In order to assure the success of the next 
Congress, and to attract thereto a large num¬ 
ber of members, it is important that questions 
to be put on the order of the day should be 
of the greatest interest possible, and to this 
end we earnestly request your valuable as¬ 
sistance.

UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT 
POSTAL CARDS. 

Postal cards after January 1, 1910, are to 
be far more artistic in design and of a much 
better grade of paper than the post-cards 
now in circulation. Mr. Hitchcock, Post¬ 
master-General, is convinced that the United 
States post-cards do not compare favorably 
with the post-cards of other countries, and 
has given sanction to a plan for improvement 
in design, color and printing, as previously 
reported. 

Bids were opened on August 2 for a supply 
of the new cards for four years from Jan¬ 
uary 1 of next year. There are three bid¬ 
ders—the West Virginia Paper & Pulp Com¬ 
pany, of Luke, Md.; the University Supply 
Company, of New York City, and the Gov¬ 
ernment Printing Office. They have sub¬ 
mitted samples of paper to be tested. The 
value of the contract awarded will be about 
$1,000,000, and 75,000,000 cards must be 
turned out each month. 


FOR THE PROMOTION OF GOOD LIT¬ 
ERATURE IN GERMANY. 

German publishers and booksellers, grouped 
in a federation which embraces Germany, 
Austria and Switzerland, at a recent meeting 
in Leipzig adopted a resolution disclaiming 
all affinity with the authors and publishers of 
immoral works, and expressed the deter¬ 
mination of persistently combating such a 
tendency through the propagation of good 
literature.

The Twenty-seventh Annual Convention of 
the National Association of Newsdealers, 
Booksellers and Stationers began its execu¬ 
tive session promptly at 10 a.m., Tuesday, 
August 24, at Columbia Hall, southwest cor¬ 
ner of Fifty-ninth Street and Sixth Avenue, 
New York City. The convention was called 
to order by President Stratton, who deliv¬ 
ered the address of welcome. Then followed 
appointment of committees and reading of 
minutes of previous convention. 

Addresses on the following subjects were 
delivered on the first day of the convention: 
“The Magazine Subscription Business,” “Re¬ 
turn Privilege/’ “The Competition of United 
Cigar Stores, Postmasters, Department Stores 
and Drug Stores,” “Newsboys—Our Relation 
to Them and Their Organization,” “Our Re¬ 
lation to the News Companies,” “The Official 
Organ,” “Our Relation to the Publishers,” 
and “Premiums.” 

Tn the afternoon there was received the 
report of the Credential Committee. Ad¬ 
dressed were also delivered by representa¬ 
tives of manufacturing stationers. 

On the second day the reports of Finance 
Committee, Resolution Committee, Place 
Committee and Nomination Committee were 
received. 

On the. third day there were further re¬ 
ports of committees and election of officers, 
which resulted in the choice of the following: 
President, Samuel Stratton, Paterson, N. J.; 
first vice-president, W. B. Johnson, Brooklyn, 
N. Y.; second vice-president, A. Princz, Mt. 
Vernon, N. Y.; secretary, Fred Levfarth, 
Brooklyn, N. Y.; and treasurer, Joseph Et- 
tenberger, Jr., Newark, N. J. The next con¬ 
vention will be held in Providence, R. I. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

A bronze tablet to the memory of Jean 
Luzac was unveiled last week at Leyden, 
Holland. The tablet was presented by the 
Netherlands Society of Philadelphia in recog¬ 
nition of Luzac’s sympathy with this country 
in the War of Independence. 

M. Guseff, private secretary to Count Leo 
Tolstoy, has been exiled to the Province of 
Perm for a period of two years after having 
been found guilty of circulating Count Tol¬ 
stoy’s pamphlet entitled “Thou Shalt Not 
Kill,” which is a plea against the infliction of 
the death penalty, and thereby criticises the 
government of Russia. 

Rudyard Kipling has returned with old- 
time energy to the writing of short stories. 
He begins in the current Harpers a two- 
part story, “The House Surgeon,” which 
turns upon a supernatural motive. For The 
Delineator he has prepared a series of five 
stories which he has entitled “A Doctor of 
Medicine,” “The Wrong Thing,” “St. Wil¬ 
frid,” “Cold Iron” and “Gloriana.” 

John Reed Scott, author of “The Woman 
in Question,” is growing tired of the agita¬ 


tion which followed immediately upon the 
publication of his novel, based upon the as¬ 
sumption that it was founded upon, the doings 
of a certain set in Pittsburg society. That 
agitation has certainly operated to spread the 
fame of the book, but tlje following letter 
from Mr. Scott to his publishers, the J. B. 
Lippincott Company, indicates that Mr. Scott 
prefers that his book shall be known on its 
merits. He says: “The story that ‘The 
Woman in Question’ was intended as an 
expose of Pittsburg society, and in especial 
of a recent affair involving a well-known 
member of it, is without the least foundation 
in fact. In truth I knew nothing of the af¬ 
fair until I saw it referred to in the news¬ 
papers after the book was published. The 
characters, both Northumbrian and Egerto- 
nian, are types drawn over no one in partic¬ 
ular.” It may be added that the book has 
just gone into a new edition—the third. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Byrd G. Eichelberger died in Frederick, 
Md., on August 12, after a lingering illness, 
aged forty-six years. Mr. Eichelberger, be¬ 
fore failing health, was engaged in the book 
and stationery business in Baltimore. 

Dr. Henry Cadwaladar Chapman, pro¬ 
fessor emeritus of physiology and biology at 
Jefferson Medical College, died at Bar Har¬ 
bor on September 8. Dr. Chapman, who was 
a member of the faculty of Jefferson Medical 
College for thirty years, was born in Phila¬ 
delphia, August 17, 1845, and was graduated 
from the University of Pennsylvania, which 
last year conferred the degree of doctor of 
science upon him. He studied in Vienna, 
Paris, Berlin and London under world- 
renowned surgeons. Among his scientific 
works, which were widely known at home 
and abroad, were “Evolution of Life,” 
“Treatise on Psychology,” “Treatise on Med¬ 
ical Jurisprudence and Toxicology,” “Me¬ 
moirs on Comparative Anatomy and Phys¬ 
iology,” published in the procedures of the 
Academy of Natural Sciences, and various 
contributions to periodicals. 

Sylvester C. Gould, probably the oldest 
printer and newspaper man, and one of the 
oldest publishers and booksellers in New 
Hampshire, died at his home in Manchester, 
N. H., on July 19. He was born in Weare, 
N. H., March 1, 1840, and attended school at 
Boscawen Academy in 1859-60. On February 
24, 1862, he entered the office of the Daily 
American , where he learned the printer’s 
trade. In 1863 Mr. Gould purchased an in¬ 
terest in the business, and remained in it un¬ 
til 1868, when he became a member of the firm 
of J. W. Moore & Co., who published the 
Daily News. In i860 he changed the name of 
the paper to the Daily Union and Mirror. In 
1882 Mr. Gould and his brother, Leroy M. 
Gould, began, the publication of a magazine 
called Notes and Queries, he being the editor. 
This magazine was continued up to within a 
few years, and had a national reputation. He 
was prominent in Masonic, Odd Fellow and 
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Rosicrucian circles, being also a member of 
the Manchester Historical Society, New 
Hampshire Press Association, New Hamp¬ 
shire Coon Club, and First Unitarian Society. 
Pie published “A List of New Hampshire 
Election Sermons,” a “Bibliography of Major- 
General John H. Stark” and other papers. 
He was genial and frank in his manner, a 
tireless worker, seldom taking a vacation, a 
great reader of the classics, and was for a 
long time considered the best informed man 
and authority in literary matters in his State. 

Clyde William Fitch, the American play¬ 
wright, died suddenly at Chalons-sur-Marne 
on September 4. Mr. Fitch, easily the most 
prolific of younger American dramatists, was 
bom in New York City, on May 2, 1865, of 
English ancestors who settled in Connecticut 
early in the seventeenth century. Mr. Fitch 
was graduated at Amherst in 1886. He early 
evinced an interest in literature and -was an 
untiring amateur actor, but nothing from his 
pen found any prominence on the boards until 
the production of Beau Brummel in 1890, by 
the late Richard Mansfield. The play lumped 
into instant popular favor and won with years 
a classic place in the American repertoire. 
Thereafter the plays came two and sometimes 
three to the year. Touched sometimes with 
a delicate pathos, they rarely sounded deeper 
notes, but for the most part were content to 
skim the surface of the comedy of manners 
with tact, observation, no lack of wit and a 
resourceful craftsmanship. Among the best 
known are: Nathan Hale, The Cowboy and 
the Lady, Barbara Frietchie, Sappho (from 
the French), The Climbers, The Girl with the 
Green Eyes, Here Great Match: and latterly, 
Girls, the Blue Mouse (from the German) 
and the Happy Marriage. Still other plays 
of his are in rehearsal for the coming season. 
Mr. Fitch made writing pay. His income 
from his dramas has been estimated at all 
the way from $75,000 to $150,000 a year. And 
for all his rapid-fire production, he was a 
most careful worker. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

Luis Galvan and Rafael O. Galvan, edi¬ 
tors of Las Novcdades, a Spanish weekly of 
New York City, announced on September 8 
that, beginning on October 1, they would 
issue the paper as a daily, under the name of 
Diario dc Las Novcdadcs. It will be an 
evening newspaper, published in Spanish and 
English, and will enjoy the distinction of 
being the only Spanish daily paper published 
in the United States. The Senores Galvan 
say in their announcement: “The mission of 
the Diario de Las Novedades will be to build 
up, not to destroy. It will try to foster the 
friendly relations between Spain, the Latin- 
American countries and the United States, 
aiming at the same time to make better un¬ 
derstood the character and aspirations of the 
people of that great territory known as Latin 
America by the people of this great country, 
and thus creating a more cordial and definite 
understanding. This .condition is thoroughly 
essential to their mutual interests and to the 
interests of civilization.” 


POST-CARD NOTES. 

In view of the present widespread de¬ 
mand for postcards in various forms and for 
various uses the invention by a Texan of a 
postcard stand becomes a matter of public 
interest. This stand is in the form of a 
wheel, resembling a Ferris wheel, and is so 
constructed that by revolving the affair all 
the cards in it can be seen at a glance. It has 
a multiplicity of spokes and to each spoke 
a card rack is hung, swinging in such a way 
that it always maintains its perpendicular. 
Each of these racks holds a number of cards, 
preferably of the same design, and by stand¬ 
ing in front of the wheel and revolving it 
the prospective purchaser can see all the dif¬ 
ferent varieties on sale. An apparatus of 
this kind is not only a great convenience to 
those who buy post-cards, but it is a money 
saver for those who sell them, as it prevents 
the soiling of so many cards, the inevitable 
result when the cards are merely stacked 
about. 

Michigan now has an official post-card, and 
it is a card that all citizens - of that State may 
well be proud of. At the left-hand sjde of 
the card is a column of strength, and at the 
base of which is a cluster of fruit and grain. 
From the cap of the column a red streamer 
bearing the words “Michigan, 1837,” reaching 
in graceful folds across the top, and at the 
upper right-hand corner is the State shield 
and coat of arms. ' The legend on the card 
was composed by the State librarian, Mrs. 
Mary C. Spencer. It reads as follows:

It is the work of Mr. Dana, with the help of 
statistics from twenty libraries. The list 
covers 572 titles, including standard English 
fiction and modern books, but not those pos¬ 
sibly of ephemeral vogue, and gives publisher 
and price of recommended editions. It is 
planned to make this list of service as a pur¬ 
chase list, and as an inducement to the trade 
to keen in stock this line of fiction. Pur¬ 
chases along this line should induce publish¬ 
ers to keep in print the designated editions 
on good library paper. The very cheapest 
editions are avoided, as they are not the best 
for small libraries.

President-Emeritlts Eltot’s address on the 
“New Religion,” delivered before the Har¬ 
vard Summer School of Theology, will be 
printed in full in the October issue of the 
Harvard Theological Review. 

Small, Maynard & Co. issued on August 
28 “Happy Hawkins,” illustrated by Howard 
Giles, and report that it has already entered 
upon a career of popularity and is receiving 
excellent notices from Boston to San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

The Macaulay Company. 43 West 27th 
Street, New York, will issue shortly “The 
Counterpart,” by Horner Coates, a novel of 
the Civil War, including among its characters 
Lincoln.

The Macmillan Company announce the 
first novel of a new American writer—“Other 
People’s Houses,” by Elizabeth B. Dewing. 
The book is described as a study of women, 
their motives and points of view. From 
America and from Europe the author has 
derived her scenes. 

Forbes & Company, Chicago, will issue 
shortly “Jane Jones and Some Others,” a 
volume of Ben King’s verse, one of the best 


humorous poets America has produced, with 
sixteen full-page pictures by John A. Will¬ 
iams, reproduced artistically by the three- 
color process, making a book of decided holi¬ 
day appearance. 

Macmillan Co. will publish during Sep¬ 
tember “Stradella,” a musician’s love story 
by F. Marion Crawford; “Martin Eden,” 
Jack London’s vigorous story of genuine ex¬ 
periences ; and three new plays in book form 
—Israel Zangwill’s “The Melting Pot,” and 
William Vaughn Moody’s “The Great Di¬ 
vide” and “The Faith Healer.” 

W. B. Clarke Co., Boston, will publish 
during the early fall “The Loyalists of Mas¬ 
sachusetts and the Other Side of the Amer¬ 
ican Revolution,” by James H. Stark; also, 
“Lynn in Revolution,” in two volumes, com¬ 
piled from notes gathered by Howard Ken¬ 
dall Sanderson, with 68 illustrations, includ¬ 
ing four photogravure portraits. 

It is stated that William de Morgan’s new 
novel, “It Never Can Happen Again,” con¬ 
cerns the love of one Blind Jim for his little 
daughter Lizarnanne, also the doings of Titus 
Scroop, afterward Sir Titus Scroop, novelist, 
and of Marianne, his wife, and of Julia 
Ackrovd, daughter of a wealthy baronet who 
has become obsessed by the feudal system. 

The Pennsylvania Institution for the 
Instruction of the Blind has gotten out a 
pamphlet, “About a School for Children and 
Youth Who Have Bad Eyesight or Are 
Blind,” printed to send gratis to parents and 
guardians of children who are blind or have 
not sufficient eyesight to enable them to re¬ 
ceive their education in the public schools. 

Cassell & Company, Ltd., will have ready 
September 15 “The Red Saint,” by Warwick 
Deeping, the new romance of the time of 
Henri hi., about which the London critics 
have had so much to say. The plot is full qf 
life and movement. Its picture of the 
“Barons’ Wars” is historically correct, and 
the description of the Battle of Leaves is an 
excellent piece of writing. 

J. B. Lyon Co., Albany, N. Y., have just 
issued “The Hudson Tercentenary,” by Frank 
Chamberlain, a work of thorough research 
which gives much new information connected 
with events so soon to be celebrated in New 
York. The author specially points out that 
Henry Hudson did not discover the Hudson 
River, but had much to do with opening it to 
traffic and thereby developing the commerce 
of New York State. The book can be had 
in either blue or orange binding. 

Little, Brown & Company have brought 
out twenty-three editions of “The Wood 
Carver of ’Lympus,” Mary E. Wallers book, 
which has so delighted American readers, 
and now it is to be introduced to the English 
public by Andrew Melrose, of London, who 
has the English edition just ready. The 
house has also acquired Annie Payson Call’s 
“Every Day Living,” from its former pub¬ 
lishers, and are preparing a new book by this 
author to be called “Nerves and Common 
Sense.” 
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The Social Science Library Bureau, 85 
Bible House, New York City, have in prep¬ 
aration a biographical reference work entitled 
“Who's Who in Social Thought and Work.” 
The work will contain an evaluated socio¬ 
logical bibliography by 20 experts; a guide 
to Government reports of main countries; a 
directory of principal reform societies and 
organs, in main countries, with addresses; a 
“Who's Who” ir social science and work— 
3000 names, of. which 2000 are Americans, 
600 English and 400 of other countries. 

E. S. Dowling, Aquarian Temple, Los 
Angeles, Cal., has just issued a book by an 
anonymous writer calling himself “Levi,” 
entitled “The Aquarian Gospel of Jesus 
Christ,” which purports to be a new and 
complete revelation treating the ground cov¬ 
ered by the New Testament and adding to 
the report of deeds and discourses given in 
that volume. The author claims that he has 
“snatched his book from the ether and placed 
this gospel among the many new religions 
which multiply so fast in our present unrest.” 

Franklin Printing Co. are preparing 
seven calendars for the year 1910, to be 
known as Story Calendars of “Lincoln,” 
“Dickens,” “Washington” and “Franklin,” 
“The Garden Calendar,” “The Bibliomaniac’s

The University of Chicago Press have 
just issued “The American Newspaper,” by 
James Edward Rogers, who has examined 
15,000 newspapers, and is convinced that if 
the American press is to be judged harshly, 
and if it has failed to attain its highest pos¬ 
sibilities as an educative force in the com¬ 
munity, this is due to the fact that it is a 
reflex of the nation rather than a leader of it. 
A little later in the month thev will bring 
out “The Armenian Awakening,” by Leon 
Arpee, a timely book in view of the large part 
played by the Armenians in the history of the 
regeneration of the Turkish Empire, and a 
book which will shed much light on the oc¬ 
currences of the past few years. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons have just ready 
“Fernando Cortes and Plis Conquest of 
Mexico,” by Francis A. MacNutt, whose “Las 
Casas” and “Letters of Cortes” have made 
him a recognized authority in his field; and 
new editions of Frederick S. Oliver’s “Alex¬ 
ander Hamilton;” of Lieut.-Col. W. H. Tur- 
ton’s “The Truth of Christianity;” and of 
Mrs. Louey Chisholm’s “The Golden Stair¬ 
case.” A little later there will be “The Con¬ 
quest of the Air,” by Alphonse Berget, which 
will be a primer for the would-be aviator; 

' and “The Mastery of Destiny,” by James 
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Allen, whose “As a Man Thinketh” was so 
convincing in its philosophy. Myrtle Reed’s 
often postponed “Old Rose and Silver” is still 
hoped for on September 15. 

Harper & Brothers will bring out this 
month “The Sense and Sentiment of Thack¬ 
eray,” compiled by Mrs. Charles Mason Fair¬ 
banks, who has based her selections, all of 
which have been kept brief and quotable, 
upon the whole of Thackeray’s writings, in¬ 
cluding the novels, essays and ballads, and 
the letters. Such a book must base its claim 
to literary value upon the most exhaustive 
knowledge of Thackeray’s work, and a de¬ 
cidedly more than ordinary sympathy with his 
spirit, and the assurance is given that Mrs. 
Fairbanks on both scores has been rarely 
gifted for her task. Mr. Garland’s new story 
of Dakota will be called “The Moccasin 
Ranchand Gilbert Parker is said to have 
manuscript in the hands of the Harpers for 
early publication. 

The Cupples & Leon Company have just 
published a new series which they believe 
will create a sensation among the low-priced 
juveniles to be known as the Webster Series, 
consisting of ten copyrighted cloth bound 
books. Mr. Webster’s style is likened to 
that of Horatio Alger, Jr., but his tales are 
all up to date. There will also be in the 
Comic Book Series a new volume of the 
ever-increasing popular “Buster Brown and 
Little Nemo,” and this series will be supple¬ 
mented with “Angelic Angelina,” “The Ter¬ 
rors of the Tiny Tads,” and “Monkey Shines 
of Marseleen,” all of which are too well 
known to need further mention. The Excel¬ 
sior Art Series is a line of padded gift books 
bound in silk moire covers, illustrated in 
colors and gold. These may be had also in 
padded leather binding. 

The Oxford University Press have in 
preparation a hand-printed edition of the 
Odyssey which, it is said, promises to be an 
interesting experiment in beautiful printing. 
It is being printed from types cut by the late 
Robert Proctor, one of the Morris trustees, 
who disappeared so tragically in the Alps. 
Proctor copied his letters—the lower case 
letters, for there were no capitals to copy— 
from the type of the Complutensian Polyglot 
edition of the New Testament, printed in 
Alcala in the early part of the sixteenth cen¬ 
tury, and the designs for these were in their 
turn probably taken from a tenth century 
Greek manuscript. Mr. Cockeril and Emery 
Walker, to whom Mr. Proctor bequeathed 
his types, have lent them to the Oxford Uni¬ 
versity Press, and the Morris trustees have 
allowed moulds made for Morris to be used 
for the paper. 

A. Wessels & Co., New York, will have 
ready early in the month “The Seamless Robe,” 
by Ada Carter, a well-known Christian 
Scientist, who has written a strong story of 
which the chief interest centres in the career 
of a clergyman of the Church of England 
whose orthodox views and determined ad¬ 
herence to the ultraism into which he had 
been educated coupled with his love for Lady 
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Cecil Gwynne causes his serious disquiet. 
The mental struggle through which Robert 
Saul passes presents the reader with a psy¬ 
chological study of unusual interest and deep 
religious import. A little later will be issued 
a biography of “Corot,” by Everard Meyncll, 
describing the methods of work of his sev¬ 
enty-nine years, telling of his likes and dis¬ 
likes and collecting many of his suggestive 
aphorisms, all made valuable by reproductions 
of illustrations from the painter’s most cele¬ 
brated works. 

John Lane Company have just ready “The 9 
Way Things Happen,” a novel by Hugh de 
Selincourt, who has for his heroine a woman 
thirty-three years of age and for his tone a 
most optimistic view of life; and “The Eagle’s 
Nest,” a story by Allan McAuley, who takes' 
his readers back to Corsica between 1769 and 
1793, and lets the interest centre in young 
Napoleon Bonaparte before he had conquered 
the world. Outside of fiction they have just 
issued “The Isle of Man,” described by Ag¬ 
nes Herbert, illustrated with thirty-two plates 
in color by Donald Maxwell and supple¬ 
mented with a map of this beautiful island 
lying about half-way between England and 
Ireland, of which travelling Americans hard¬ 
ly yet know the attractiveness and the fund 
of historic legends connected with its lovely 
scenery; and a book by Marshall Steele ap¬ 
pearing under the self-explanatory title of 
“The One and All Reciter.” 

George F. Moseley, of Madison, Wis., has 
rounded out fifty-seven years in the book and 
stationery business, all of them, except six, 
spent in conducting uninterruptedly one es¬ 
tablishment. Mr. Moseley was born in Hart¬ 
ford County. Conn., January 20, 1830, and his 
early life was spent upon a farm. In April, 
1852, he took a position with Crandall & 
Moseley, booksellers and stationers, Caze- 
novia, N. Y. He remained with them until 
February, 1855, when he went with William 
T. Hamilton, bookseller and stationer of 
Syracuse. In May, 1856, he went west with 
his brother, George F. Moseley, and they 
established themselves in business under the 
name of Moseley & Brother in Janesville, 
Wis., where they continued in partnership 
until the death of Mr. Moseley’s brother, ten 
years later. In November, 1858, they opened 
a branch establishment in Madison, Wis., 
which business Mr. Moseley has conducted 
uninterruptedly ever since. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons will publish on 
September 18 a volume by William H. 
Wright, entitled “The Grizzly Bear—the 
Narrative of a Hunter—Historical, Scientific 
and Adventurous,” who places on record facts 
he has gathered by twenty-five years of ob¬ 
servation of the grizzly bear from the time 
he was discovered early in the last century 
to the present time; and “Art in Great 
Britain and Ireland,” by Sir Walter Arm¬ 
strong, the leading art critic of Great Britain, 
with 500 illustrations, a volume that begins a 
comprehensive series of volumes by different 
authors to cover the entire art history of the 
world, each volume to have copious and com¬ 
plete bibliographies. Other books to appear 
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during the month are “College Days,” by 
Ralph Paine; “The Gateway to the Sahara,” 
a fascinating account of Tripoli, by Charles 
W. Furlong, with 36 illustrations; and “The 
Narrative of New Netherland,” edited by Dr. 
J. F. Jameson and published under the aus¬ 
pices of the American Historical Society. 

L. C. Page & Company, Boston, are obliged 
to postpone the publication of the promised 
new volume in The Boys' Story of the Army 
Series, entitled “From Chevrons to Shoulder 
Straps,” until 1910. The author, Florence 
Kimball Russel, as the wife of an army offi- 
• cer, has been able to write books of “plebe” 
and “yearling,” “guard mounting” and “haz¬ 
ing,” which have delighted and instructed the 
vast army of boys who must pass through the 
- age when, if not as Indians, as officers they 
do valor and see glory. Mrs. Russel is now 
at Fort Leavenworth, but from her associa¬ 
tion with life at West Point have come her 
first two books of the series—“Born to the 
Blue” and “In West Point Gray,” stories re¬ 
producing the army atmosphere so vividly 
and clearly that it seems as if the heroes as 
children must have chosen the rifle to the 
rattle and the canteen to the nursing bottle. 

B. W. Huebsch, New York City, has about 
ready John Spargo’s “Karl Marx: His Life 
and Work,” a great work on which the author 
has been working for many years which is 
pronounced an adequate biography of this 
dominant figure in socialism, showing how 
this prophet of a new and steadily growing 
order was misunderstood in his day. Those 
who associate the name of Marx with wild 
schemes, revolution, confiscation and gross 
materialism, will find that he was a broad 
philosopher, a sane economist, a poetic soul, 
the prophet of a new order under whose in¬ 
spiration millions are now striving. The book 
is fully illustrated and carefully indexed. It 
will appear in English and all modern lan¬ 
guages. Later the publisher will have a novel 
bv Herman Sudermann, the great dramatist, a
